We read a great deal of the murder- 
oua diapoailion of Kentuckiana, but af- 
ter all they are not much worse. If aa 
bad, aa other people. Even the State 
of William Penn haa a county, North 
umberland, which ranks second in the 
United States for murdera. and first in 
the failure to punish them. In the last 
1.50 year* there have been 120 first de 
gree murder verdicts and yet it will 
only have its fourth execution next 
Thursday, provided there should not in- 
t^fv^ne a reprieve In the meantime, a 
contingency that la not unlikely. Of 
the 120 sentence* to death over half 
of the victims found refuge in the in- 
aan* asylums, aome were pardoned, 
other* committed suicide and a number 
died in Jail pending re-trial* and long 
drawn out appeals. The 120 conviction* 
with the death penalty represent but a 
small percentage of the homicide*, 
many of the murderer* having been ac- 
quitted and a large number getting sec- 
ond degree* and leaser verdict*. Ken- 
tucky has to take a back seat when 
comparisons are mad* with this Penn- 
sylvania county. — Lexington Gaxette.
